The city board of trustees met in 
regular session in the city hall last 
Monday night. 

J. J. Welch made an application for 
a liquor license to conduct a saloon at 
the Sierra Point House, on San Bruno 
road, in the northern part of this city. 

Upon motion of Trustee McGovern, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, action on 
the application was postponed until 
the next meeting of the board. 

A communication was received from 
Scott & Mitchell, tax agents, San 
Francisco, asking for statistical data 
of this city. 

Clerk Smith stated that he had re¬ 
ceived several similar requests and 
recomnjended that pamphlets be pre¬ 
pared, similiar to what other cities are 
issuing. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee Hickey, the 
communication was accepted, ordered 
filed and action in the matter of pre¬ 
paring the pamphlet laid over until 
next meeting. 

A communication was received lrom 
G Mazetti, stating that a buggy be¬ 
longing to him had been partially 
wrecked at the corner of Grand and 
Eucalyptus avenues by coming in 
collision with a street car. A large 
trunk of a tree had been placed at that 
point on Hallowe’en night by some 
young men, blocking the roadway so 
that he was compelled to drive on the 
street car track. It had cost him $t> 
to have the buggy repaired and he 
thought the city should pay*it. 

Upon motion of Trustee McGovern, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, the bill 
was ordered paid. 

A communication was received from 
Contractor Chas. J. Lindgren, stating 
that the work of laying concrete curbs 
and artificial stone sidewalks on the 
west side of Division street, between 
Grand and Lux avenues, had been 
completed and was ready for accept¬ 
ance. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee McGovern, 
last Wednesday morning at 10 o’clock 
was set as the time for the board to 
inspect the work. 

City Attorney Coleberd reported 
progress on the investigation he is 
making in the Spring Valley water 
main matter.

The people of the coast side section 
of this county acted as hosts to a dele¬ 
gation of press representatives of the 
bay side last Hunday in a manner long 
to be remembered. 

Wonderful improvements have been 
made on the coast side since the build¬ 
ing of the new Ocean Hhore railroad. 
But still the energetic and progressive 
people of that part of the county are 
not satisfied. 

They are now building a telephone, 
light and power pole line from Half 
Moon Bay along and over the Monlara 
mountains into Han Francisco- It 
had been intended to build the line 
over the mountains into Han Mateo, 
but that great “hem volenl” corpora¬ 
tion, the Hpring Valley Water Co., 
objected to the line going over its land. 
A determined agitation has been going 
on to perfect arrangements to form a 
boulevard district, under the provis¬ 
ions of a new road law adopted by the 
last legislature, but which is now 
temporarily delayed until after the 
board of supervisors take action on a 
proposition to bond the county' in the 
sum of $1,600,000 to build a modern 
county system of highways. 

On arriving at Farrallon City, the 
press party was received by Geo. E. 
Dunn, editor of the Coast Hide Comet, 
and his estimable wife, A. H. Cohen, 
vice-president of the Ocean Hhore De¬ 


velopment Company, and wife, T. T.

Pacific Coast Car and Equipment 
Company, whose works are located in 
this city, has incorporated with a capi¬ 
tal stock of $250,000 divided into $2500 
shares at a par value of $100 each. The 
company incorporates for the purposes

railroad rolling slocks and railroad 
lands and the principal place of busi¬ 
ness is Han Francisco.

Tom C. McGovern, deputy county 
recorder, who resides in this city, was 
severely injured on the head and right 
leg last Haturday evening by falling 
into the railroad trestle at Baden cross¬ 
ing. It seems McGovern while travel¬ 
ing from Han Mateo left a suburban 
electric car which stopped a short dis¬ 
tance north of its regular stopping 
point at the crossing. McGovern start¬ 
ed to run along the track to get to 
Mission road which he intended to 
go over to catch a local electric car at 
the junction of that road and Grand 
avenue extension, in his hurry, 
McGovern did not notice the trestle, 
and he fell into it. He was badly 
stunned by his head striking one of 
the rails of the track, and his right leg 
was badly bruised, and became wedg¬ 
ed between the ties. Just after he fell 
a man and a woman who left the car 
the same time he did passed along. He 
called for help, as he was unable to ex¬ 
tricate himself, but the couple left him 
in his dangerous position.' Another 
suburban car was due in a few 


minutes, and by determined effort he 
loosened bis leg and dropped to the 
ground below and saved himself from 
the possibility of being horribly 
mangled or killed. McGovern was 
later attended to by Dr. Plymire. Fie 
is trying to learn who the heartless 
couple are who left him in the cruel 
manner they did. 

Last Wednesday morning at 11:30 
o’clock one of the local electric street 
cars, Chas. Powers, motorman, collid¬ 
ed with a four-cylinder Buick touring 
car, owned and driven by F. Hamsun 
of Hollister. The.accident occurred at 
the intersection of Grand avenue ami 
Han Bruno road. The other occupants 
of the auto were M. Woods, L. Hutz, 
J. Spalding, F. J. Hamilton of Hollis- 
tes. Hutz and Hamilton were Hie 
only ones injured to any extent. Both 
were thrown out of the machine to the 
ground, Mr. Hutz receiving injuries 
about the chest and Mr. Hamilton 
having his back severely wrenched. 
They were attended to by Dr. Keith. 
Eyewitnesses state that the accident 
could have been avoided if Chauffeur 
Samson had not reduced the speed of 
the auto, as Motorman Powers had 
immediately turned the power of! on 
the car so it would go slower and per¬ 
mit the auto to pass in front which it 
did not do. The left hind wheel of the 
auto was destroyed and the guard 
over it partially bent. Otherwise the 
machine was not injured.

Southern Pacific Boosts 
California as Home State. 


“California has room for every man 
who will work.” 

“Charley” Fee, Californian first and 
passenger traffic manager of the 
Southern Pacific railroad company 
second, thus summarized the need of 
California in a recent conversation 
with a group of business men of the 
state. Advancement of the interests 
of the land of sunshine and dollars *o 
the pinnacle among the other states 
of the nation to which she is properly 
entitled was the subject that had 
brought the men together. 

“Development of the community 
spirit among the people of the state 
until they present one solid front is 
needed to secure the best results. 
Bald Mr. Fee, “and that is what we 
all must strive to bring about. We 
men of the Southern Pacific 
have learned, as have thousands of 
others in California, that advertising 
is the best way to secure men of 
brains and brawn, who have a little 
capital, to come here and settle, 
and we also have discovered that 
one of the best ways to advertise 
for the right sort of men is at the 
Land shows like those held in Chi¬ 
cago and Omaha. 

“The results obtained at these ex¬ 
positions last year are sending us 
back there this fall, and we want 
to take California with us. Not as 
she went last year, in scattered com¬ 
munities, but as a united state. We 
have proved the results to be obtained, 
now we intend to reap the harvest., 
and California will reap it with us. 
The railroad will be represented with 
lecture halls, where we will set forth 
by lecturers an l.y movi’ picture 
and stereoptlcon the advantages to 
be gained from a residence here. 

Psychological Time Is at Hand. 

“The people of California and the 
men of the Southern Pacific have had 
their misunderstandings In the past. 
Some of our moves have been criti¬ 
cised, but time has shown that wriat 
was done was for the permanent 
good of the state. To-day, I am glad 
to say that there is a better spirit 
shown on both sides. Now is the 
psychological time to get together 
for the interests of all. 

“I am a Californian first and a 
Southern Pacific man secon' 1 My 
home is here; and it is highly grati¬ 
fying to me that Californians are 
coming to a realization of the fact 
that the Southern Pacific has the 
state’s best interests at heart. Cali¬ 
fornia has produced the greatest 
railroad men in the world. She has 
sent them to the East and other parts 
of the West, and they have made 
good wherever they have gone. They 
have built roads where other men 
have Bald roads could not‘be built. 

First to Search World for Men. 

“Our railroad was the first to send 
its agents to Europe to seek out the 
best men and bring them to Califor¬ 
nia to make their homes. We brought 
winegrowers that planted vineyards 
and helped build up the great grape 
industry of the state. We brought 
fruit growers and other tillers of the 
soil. 

“A conservative estimate of the 
number of families we have brought 
Into California is over 250,000,” said 
Mr. Fee. “Government statistics show 
that each family is worth $3,000 to 
the commonwealth in which it re¬ 
sides. That means that we have 
added from this source alone $750,- 
000,000 to the state’s resources, be¬ 
cause these were permanent resi¬ 
dents. 

Railroad Increases Land Values. 

“There are in this state millions 
of acres of land that will grow just 
as bountiful crops as any land In the 
state, but there is lack of people to 
thoroughly till the soil. The lands 
of California that to-day are worth 
as high as $1,000 an acre were not 
worth more than $5 a comparative¬ 
ly few years ago. It Is the railroads 
and the speedy transportation that 
they give, together with increasing 
population, that have increased their 
value. The people of California are 
coming to realize that this is true, 
and that the partnership that exists 
between its people and its railroads 
is really a close one, and that co-op¬ 
eration is needed to obtain the best 
results. 

“When the double tracking now 
being done by the Southern Pacific 
railroad is completed we will have 
the longest stretch of double track of 
any railroad In the world,” continued 
Mr. Fee, “and It will give to Califor¬ 
nia practically express service for all 
their freight to the east. Our lines 
In the state radiate in many direc¬ 
tions, and we are thus enabled to 
bring the furthermost parts of ihe 
commonwealth into close to— with 
the great markets not only of Califor¬ 
nia but of the east and the world. 
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“Therefore it is up to all of us 
Californians, whether railroad men, 
merchants, manufacturers, horticul¬ 
turists or farmers, to get together. 
We must establish this community 
spirit that already is securing a hold, 
and we must establish it so firmly 
that nothing can disrupt It. 

Community Spirit Was Lacking. 

“At the last land show in Chicago 
California was not adequately repre¬ 
sented because the state as a whole 
had not awakened to the significance 
of such exhibitions. Many counties 
had exhibits and mighty fine ones, 
but there was no spirit of unity. And 
yet on California day the people of 
Chicago forced their way into the big 
Coliseum, where the United States 
Land and Irrigation Exposition was 
holding this exhibit and clamored for 
a sight of the wonderful products It 
was the biggest day of the two 
weeks, and the carload of fruit given 
away was one of the best advertise¬ 
ments the state ever had. 

“When the Southern Pacific saw 
that the movement to tell that part 
of the East what California was doing 
had not taken hold as it should we 
turned in to remedy it by undertak¬ 
ing to cement the whole state display 
with a general exhibit supported by 
lectures on California illustrated by 
stereopticon slides an. motion pic¬ 
tures.

J. L. Brown, editor of the Daly City 
Record, said the most important thing 
in San Mateo county was to have good 
roads. But he thought the state high¬ 
way matter should be settled before 
a county bond issue for good roads was 
ordered. 

W. B. Benoist, editor of the Labor 
Index, published at San Mateo, ad¬ 
vised that it would be better to post¬ 
pone the bond issue until later. He 
thought the coast side section will be 
a continuous city from San Francisco 
south in a few years. 

JM. A. Green, Examiner correspond¬ 
ent in San Mateo county, said to go 
ahead and map out a proposition of 
good roads. The people on the other 
side of the mountains do not know 
what you have here. In addition to 
good roads you should have good tele¬ 
phone service. 

D. A. Raybould, Chronicle corres¬ 
pondent in San Mateo county, said he 
was surprised at the beauties of the 
coast side. Was pleased to see the 
prosperity that prevails. 

E. I. Woodman of this city compli¬ 
mented the coast side people on their 
progressiveness and said tiie necessity of 
building a modern highway from that 
section into San Francisco as soon as 
possible was very apparent. He sug¬ 
gested that an active committee go 
to San Francisco and hold a confer¬ 
ence with the committee of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce who had a conference 
with a delegation from the San Mateo 
County Development Association last 
week and impress upon it the impor¬ 
tance of a new highway along the 
coast side into that city. He was op¬ 
posed to delay and urged that the good 
work that had been started be pro¬ 
ceeded with. 

A. H. Cohen of Marine View, spoke 
of the necessity of good roads. He 
said the automobile people of San 
Francisco had become interested 
in the San Mateo county bond propo¬ 
sition and that they would do all 
they could to help it carry. The 
large lands of this county should be 
cut up. One hundred families on a 
tract of land will do more for the 
prosperity of this county than one 
millionaire. 

Attorney J. E. McCurdy of San 
Mateo county spoke of the beauties of 
the coast side. 

Geo. O. Rich of Moss Beacli said, 
“We must get our help from San 
Francisco. Seventy-five thousand peo¬ 
ple work in that city and live in Oak¬ 
land.” He predicted that in a few 
years, through an organized effort f 
the business men of San Francisco, 
the population of this county would 
be increased several thousand. 

Theo. T. Johnson, of Montarasaid, 
“We have been working on this road 
idea for about a year. Every member 
of the board of supervisors is in favor 
of it except one. We must not have 
delay. The road must be built be¬ 
fore the Panama-Pacific Exposition 
to bring people to this county. After 
that it will be too late. 

Harr Wagoner explained that the 
law had been amended so that the 
coast side section could form a separ- 
j ate road district and suggested that 
the South San Francisco bay shore 
district join with the coast side in ob¬ 
taining good roads in both sections.

The city trustees are contemplat¬ 
ing in the near future a suit 
agaiust the Spring Valley Water 
Company to compel ■ the lowering 
of its pipe line in San Bruno road. 
This obstruction to progress has 
long been an eyesore to this and 
adjoining communities. At a con¬ 
ference last June held in the city 
hall by our trustees with \ym. B. 
Lawrence, representing the Spring 
\ alley \\ ater Company, an agree¬ 
ment was entered into by ’which 
these pipes were to be lowered on 
condition that the city of South 
San Francisco would not ask them 
for any further work for five years. 
Our trustees entered into this 
agreement in good faith as shown 
by a resolution passed at that 
meeting. In the agreement Mr. 
Lawrence assured the board that 
his company would lower these 
pipes not later than September. 
Nothing has been done at this time 
and there is no prospect of any¬ 
thing being done. This is another 
case ol their disregard of promises 
made and tends to show that this 
powerful corporation, whether it 
has any rights or not, will con¬ 
tinue to be a nuisance without re¬ 
gard to the rights of others. Law¬ 
yers of high standing in San Mateo 
county have assured this city 
that the Spring Valley is at all 
times subject to the county govern¬ 
ment and it only needs a board of 
supervisors with political inde¬ 
pendence enough to meet the issue. 
It is true the Spring Valley Water 
Company has long been a dom¬ 
inant factor in our political life, 
and this perhaps has a great deal 
to do with the attitude taken by 
our district attorney in his aver¬ 
sion to going to the bottom of the 
subject. If Mr. Swart would exer¬ 
cise his talent on some of the coun¬ 
ty’s great public problems he 
would not only insure his future 
political standing, but would be 
classed with California’s many 
public benefactors. Investigation 
that has so far been made goes to 
show that the Spring Valley 
Water Company has no legal right 
to maintain its big water Hume in 
San Bruno road.

In astraight-from-the-shoulder talk,

t he metropolis has stood en in the past. 
1 he Chamber of Commerce delegates 
were directly accused of not knowing 
where their own best interest lay and 
by their apathy placing every advan¬ 
tage in the hands of her t ransbay rival 
Oakland. 

“I think you can safely sidetrack 
your discouragement over the lack of 
co-operation,” said Chairmrn Brenner 
at the close of the meeting. “I assure 
you that the next business trip and 
excursion of our commercial men be 
taken through your county, ” he added. 
The board of directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce has already assigned a 
number of subjects of interest to com¬ 
mittees of that association. O ne will 
be an effort to interest capital in the 
building of a competing electric line 
between Palo Alto and San Francisco, 
while every assistance-is to be forth¬ 
coming in the fight for the main coast 
highway provided for in the state 
bond issue through this county as well 
as aid in the transportation fight of 
the development association.

o How I Made Her Acquaintance and 
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What It Led To

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My name is Van Tromp, and my 
father came from Holland, He died 
when I was but six years old. When 
I came of age my mother suggested 
that I go to Rotterdam, where my 
father's relatives lived, and make their 
acquaintance. She had an especial ob¬ 
ject in sending me to Holland, which 
she divulged to me on the eve of my 
departure. It was this: 

My father's brother lived in the old 
homestead at Rotterdam. He and my 
father had been very dear to each 
other, and when my father died he 
expressed in his will a desire that I 
should marry this brother's daughter, 
of whose birth he received the news 
shortly before his death. Now that I 
had come of age my mother thought 
that I should make my cousin’s ac¬ 
quaintance and if the match were not 
disagreeable to me or to her we should 
fulfill the wish expressed in my fa¬ 
ther's will. 

Since I was fancy free I made no ob¬ 
jection to the plan, especially not be¬ 
ing bound to marry my cousin unless 
we were agreeable to each other. My 
uncle, who was the oldest of the fam¬ 
ily of his generation, had inherited the 
paternal estate, but had not been able 
to increase it. Indeed, it had all melt¬ 
ed away except the homestead, which 
was becoming dilapidated and of very 
little intrinsic value. It was located 
in a suburb of Rotterdam. 

These things my mother told me be¬ 
fore my departure, giving me instruc¬ 
tions how to find the family I was to 
visit, and 1 started with a light heart.

On the way it occurred to me that I 
might find them unprepared to receive 
me and that 1 would better inform 
them by note of my arrival and my 
intended visit. I had been told that 
they w r ere poor, and it wus to be sup¬ 
posed that on receiving a visit from 
a well to do relative they would wish 
to cover up their poverty so far us 
possible. At any rate, I concluded that 
it would be boorish to pounce upon j 
them unannounced. 

There were but a few shops in the | 
suburb; but, fortunately for me, in one i 
of them stationery was kept, and I en¬ 
tered for the purpose of writing a note. j 
A young girl was in charge, but as she i 
spoke not a word of English and I not ! 
a word of Dutch I found it impossible 
to tell her in words what I wanted. 

I therefore resorted to that language 
to which all persons who speak dif¬ 
ferent tongues resort—pantomime. See¬ 
ing writing paper and envelopes in a 
glass case, I pointed to them. The girl 


rook out some or tne paper ana a pacK- 
age of envelopes, from which I drew 
one sheet and one envelope. Then I 
looked about for a table on which to 
write. There was none in the shop, 
but the counter served my purpose, 
and, taking position before it, I called ! 
for pen and ink by running my fist I 
over the paper as though I was writ¬ 
ing, looking at the girl at the same 
time. 

She understood me perfectly and ! 
smiled as she turned to get me a pen 
and an ink well. I thought her smile 
very attractive. She laughed with her j 
eyes as well as her lips, and a dimple j 
appeared in each cheek. Her hair was j 
of that light hue peculiar to northern 
races, and her eyes were blue. She j 
was but a slip of a girl and had not j 
filled out, but there was that about her 
which Is often charming in a girl pass¬ 
ing from childhood to womanuood. 

I wrote my note in English, of course, 
addressed it and looked in my pocket- 
book for the wherewithal to buy a 
postage stamp, leaving the note mean¬ 
while on the counter. Then I made 
signs to the girl that I would like to 
buy a stamp. She looked at me curi¬ 
ously with her mild eyes, and I sup¬ 
posed she did not understand me. Tak¬ 
ing up the note, she pointed first to 
herself, then out to the street, and I 
understood that she would find means 
to deliver the note. I Concluded to 
leave it with her and put down a coin 
to cover all expense.
